is appropriate that, so often 
fairness and convenience per- 
the annual convention of this 
winee-wide organisation of 
ers should be held in Edmon- 
ton. As the capital, and the seat 
of the provincial university, the 
city is necessarily the centre of 
the official activities that have to 
do with the promotion of the in- 
terests of agriculture and of agri- 
cultural education. It is favored 
by railway communications 
equalled by no other in the prov- 
ime; and while for the time the 
k of the cultivated land lies

The circumstances have radi- 
ly changed since last the United 
rmers met here in convention. 
then the farmer was offered an 
unprecendented price for anything 
he produced that could be eaten 
or converted into something to 
Wear. How much he made was} 
mainly dependent upon how good 
his crops were- The demand was 
unlimited, and the price was at- 
tractive. If his fields yielded well 
he was in an enviable position. If | 
he suffered a reverse there was the | 
hope of continued high prices to 
inspire him to make another try 
for better ]uck. 
Things have changed. In fact | 
they have practically reversed, 
‘The farmers had a bumper crop 


y the town folk as much as they 
to be. The prices slumped 
ust when the crops were ready to 
el. They slumped so far that 
¢ farmers had more than disap- 
inted hopes to worry about; an 
actual loss on the season's oper- 
ations was the fate of many of 
them. And it cannot be said with 
assurance that the prospect is for 
any sharp upward movement that 
will recoup the losses or make 
good the unfulfilled expectations.

time, and more or less gradually. 
But few anticipated—and fewer 
still who understood what would 
be the results hoped—that they 
would go down like a toboggan. 
And most people had an idea that 
when the subsidence began the 
loss would ‘‘begin at the top’’ and 
be distributed all along the line 
from the ultimate consumer to the 
original producer, 

The thing seems to have hap- 
pened the other way so far as farm 
products are concerned. When 
grain stock prices went they went 
with a rush, and the producer was 
struck by the loss before the con- 
sumer felt thé benefit, In fact 
the equalising process* that will 
after a while readjust matters at 


of 


the line to the same extent that 
it operated months ago at the 
farmer’s end of the food cost 
question. 


It is to be suspected that the 
farmers will be largely occupied 
this week in discussing from many 
angles the general question: 
‘Where do we go from here?’’ 
Just what the future of the farm- 
ing business is nobody seenis to 
know. Whether—as suggested in 
some quarters—the farmers will 
shorten up on’ production next 
season in hope of stiffening prices, 


| or whether they will extend oper- 


ations in hope of making up the 
price difference by bulk produc- 
tion, is a theme of academic con- 
troversy: Perhaps the convention 
will throw some light on the qus- 
tion from the standpoint of the 
man whose outlook and means will 
provide the answer. 

Whatever that answer may be, 
the farmers are not the only 
parties who are personally and 
vitally concamned in it. The town 
folks have a financial stake in the 
immediate future of farming, as 
real as that of the people on the 
land. If conditions on the farm 
radically changed since the last 
convention was held here, condi- 
tions in the city have also altered, 
and also for the worse. Then em- 
ployment in the city was plenti- 
ful and wages high. Now employ- 
ment is less than the demand for 
it, and wages tend to sag. The 
city, in other words, is sharing 
with the farmers the consequences 
of the less prosperous conditions 
that prevail in relation to the 
profits on farm production. That 
fact will tend to sharpen the in- 
terest of city people in the deliber- 
ations at the ‘‘farmers’ parlia- 
ment.’’ For the farmers cannot 
help themselves without also help- 
ing the city. And if the farmers 
cammot sep their way to better 
times, things do not look very rosy 
for the town folk here and else- 
where.

Lenin Making Ready, 


Paris reports that Lenin will put 
two million soldiers inthe field 
when spring comes. In the days 
of the Ozar a report of that kind 
would have set the military au- 
thorities all over Europe drawing 
plans for defensive campaigns and 
the diplomats busy forming alli- 
ances to withstand the onslaught. 
Familiarity with the Soviet’s war 
for world revolution has bred 
something like stoical disregard to 
the menace on the part of the na- 
tions.

That hé 
will be able to put stronger forevs 
on the move two or three months 
hence than ever before is toler- 
ably certain, aside from this Paris 
report. But there is apparently no 
concerted or serious effort on the 
part of the Buropean powers to 
prepare to protect themselves, or 
to maintain the chain of buffer 
states the Allies set up as a bar- 
rier against the southward sweep 
of Bolshevism. If Lenin’s blow 
fails it will evidently be from in. 
ternal weakness, and not because 
of the prepared resistance it en- 
counters.
